That the time has passed for usual meth- 
ode of diplomacy” is plainiy stated by See- 
retary Root. This view seems to have been 
shared by President Roosevelt, who refrained

The pr erg of state reviews the five 
claims which have been the cause of so much 
controversy between the two governments. 
They are the Jaurett claim, the Orinocéd cor- 
poration claim, that of the Orinoco Stamehip 
company, the claim of the United States and 
Venezuela company (known as the Critch- 
field claim ), and the claim of the New 
Fork and Bermudez Asphalt company. 


Discuss Plans Today. 


All of the correspondence and documents 
in the matter were referred to the senate 
committee on foreign relations. That body 
will meet tomorrow, when Secretary Root 
is expected to suggest some plan of action in 
the dispute. 

Some of the members of the committee, 
familiar with the status of the Venesuean 
‘Claims, have prepared a tentative program 
which involves the placing of a prohibitive 
duty on Venezuelan coffee, which constitutes 
45 per cent of the exports from that country 
and 90 per cent of which ia taken by the 
United States. 

It is also planned to exclude all importa- 
tions of asphalt from Lake Bermudez, the 
product of which is taken almost entirely by 
the United States. 

Further, some of the committeemen are in 
favor of authorising the president to take 
such steps as he may deem necessary in 
dealing with Venezuela in the future. 


Justice Honored in Breach. 

The correspondence reveals the fact that 
Secretary Root has made numerous efforts 
to secure justice for the American claimants 
at the hands of President Castro and in the 
Venezuelan courts, but that all his labors 
have been in vain.

Secretary Root gives copies of his N 
letters to the American minister to Vene 
zuela, instructing him to press the claims in 
controversy to adjudication by the Vene- 
zuelan government, together with the replies 
of the minister showing the futility of his 
effort. 

Official correspondence with Venezuela on 
the subject of the claims was brought to a 
close in February, when Minister Russell 
cabled that Venezuela refused absolutely to 
submit any of the claims to arbitration. 


Dignity Demands Action. 

Accompanying Secretary Root’s letter is 
a memorandum prepared by Solicitor Scott 
of the state department, retiewing Sriefiy 
each case in controversy. 

The case of the expulsion from Venezuela 
of A. F. Jaurett, a naturalized American, 
in November, 1904, is first discussed. Jaurett 
was compelled to leave Venezuela, where he 


and under a twenty-four hour notice, on the 
ground that his presence there was no- 
toriously prejudicial te public order.“ 

Besides being consul for Panama, Jaurett 
was the correspondent of several foreign 
newspapers, and was interested in the pub- 
lication of a paper in Caracas. 

He was not allowed to wind up his busi- 
ness and private affairs, and claims dam- 
ages on this account to the extent of $25,000. 

In his review of thun claim Solicitor Scott 
uses this language: 

“In view of all the*facts of the case, the 


determined attitude of the department, and 


the justness of the claim, whether it be 
tested by the policy of this country, by the 
doctrines of writers of authority, by the de- 
cisions of mixed courts, or by the judgements 
of international tribunals, it must appear 
that the time has come for language stronger

“A demand should be Fin, the Ven- 
ezuelan government for the settlement of 
the claim in full, and if the demand be met 
with procrastination or refusal the dignity 
of this government would seem to require 
prompt and yigorous action.“ 


Concessions Are Ignored. 

The claim of the Orinoco corporation arises 
from repeated concessions granted by Vene- 
suela to various strangers of the territory 
which the Orinoco corporation possesses 
under a concession granted in 1883. 

In the case of the Orinoco Steamship com- 
pany, a New Jersey corporation, the broad 
question involved is when may the decis- 
ions Of tribunals of arbitration be im- 
peached? The claim of this company, 
amounting to $1,401, 550 was submitted to a 
mixed tribunal for arbitration in accordance 
with an agreement of the American and 
Venezuelan gove>tments. The umpire who 
presided over the arbitration tribunal 
granted an award to the company of §28,224. 

This decision is declared by the state de- 
partmént / abound in errors of law and fact 
and to exnibit a tone which is nonjudiciai in 
character. 

To the demand of the American govern- 
ment that this claim be resubmitted to arbi- 
tration, . the reply has been made: 

“The Venesuelan government would con- 
sider it as an offense to the honor of the 
Dutch nation and of the Dutch umpire, Mr. 
Harry Barge, who decided the claim. The 
Verieguelan goverament could not agree to 


this, as the sovereignty and independence orf 
the nation would be impaired.”

Ward, the duchess of Marlborough and 
Miss Jane Addame of Hull howpse, Chicago. 

The duchess was introduced ae “A new 
recruit, her grace, the duchess of Mar bor- 
ough.” She wore a blue satin princess gown, 
embroidered with gold and further drna- 
mented with silver tinsel draped from the 
shoulders. A diamond crescént flashed in 
her coiffure, and around her throat was a dia- 
mond dog collar and her famous rope of 
pearls. 


Duchess Speaks from Memory. 

When introduced she got brikbkly to her feet 
and leaned forward with her finger tips on 
the table edge, while the applause rar en- 
thusiastically. She started te speak in a 
high, clear voice, Which carried easily to the 
farthest corners of the big room. 

Bhe talked without gestures, holding a few 
pages of manuscript in her right hand al- 
though seldom using it to refresh her mémo- 
ry. Once she faltered, but she picked herself 
up as neatly as an old hand anf then fintahed 
from memory. The duchess said: 

Having had an opportunity of coming 
into touch with the public werk being done 
by the women in England, I hoped I might 
be able to sound a note of enceuragemert to 
my countrywomen who are devoting their 
lives to bettering the social conditions of the 
poor im this city.

4 e scheme to ioe the safe in the 
Office of the Chicago Rallways barnes at 
Clybourn place and Hermitage avenue was 
spoiled by detectives yesterday afternoon 
just as it was nearing fruition. 

Michael B. Croft, a 17 year old extra con- 
ductor employed by the company, was ar- 
rested as he was about to finish boring a 
passage from a deserted storeroom into the 
office where stood the safe containing nearly 
$3,000 ; ‘ 
Atter confessing his guilt to Lieut. Duffy ot 
the Rawson street police station, who set 
the trap that caught the young conductor, 
Croft blamed loan sharks for his fall. He 
said they had him in such a tig it place that 
he had to get money some way—and the so- 
clalist doctrine is that no man has a right 
to starve.” Of his last month's salary— 
$16.60—the “ sharks“ got $15. 


Working as “Extra” Three Months. 

Croft had been in the occasional employ of 
the companꝝ for three months. 

Previous to that he was a guard on the 
Northwestern elevated railroad. He got into 
debt to F. B. Ward, 154 La Salle street, for $50 
and to Herman Bunge, 211 Lincoln avenue, 
for $36. Then hé began to scheme some way 
to steal. He said that no one was with him 
and that it was his first robbery. The police 
are of the opinion thet he went about the job 
like an experienced man. 

Croft -had studied the plant thoroughly. 
Back of the office, where the safe stands, 
is a deserted storeroom, where no one is in 
the habit of going. Back of this ie a work- 
room. Conductors pass in and out of this | 
room and their presence there causes no 
comment. Taking advantage of this Croft 
began work on the partition shutting of 
the storeroom and soon had this loosened so 
he could enter. From here he started on the 
wall to the office. 


Holes in Wall Discovered. 

Last Thurgday R. H. Hertzog, day super- 
intendent at the barns, fourld two holes be- 
hind a pile of books near the safe, made from 
the storercom.

“It's simply shocking and it’s even more 
expensive—this cleansing of garments in 
tubs made for people to bathe in,“ declared 
the person interviewed. 

“Then, there are plumbers’ bills. The lint 
from the clothing chokes the bathtub drains 
and we have to pay big money to get them 
clear again.

Intricate as may seem the complications of 
the four preceding cases. they are crystal 
when e to the muddle of concession 
on concession, revocation of revocation, 
_ mining titles, wild land titles, and titles under 
changing constitutions and varying laws, in- 
trigue. revolution, imprisonment, and death. 
all of which are woven and interwoven in the 
ease of the claim against Venezuela of the 
New York and Bermudez company. 


Bermudez Concern Accused. 


The company is now completely dispos- 
sessed of what is regarded as the largest 
asphalt lake in the world, and has been 
condemned by Venezuelan courts to pay that 
government a fine of $5,000,000 for inciting 
revolution. 

Though repeatedly requested, Venezuela 
has refused to arbitrate this case, and it ts 
the opinion of the solicitor that it is inadvis- 
able to resubmit the claim through the or- 
Ginary channels. “An impasse has been 
reached in. this case,“ he says, which can- 
not be resolved’ by ordinary peaceful 
methods.“ 

The ramifications of this case are gone into 
in detall in a report made by Special Com- 
missioner William J. Calhoun, after ex- 
haustive investigation in Vénesuela. In his 
report Mr. Calhoun speaks frankly con- 
eérning the Bermudez company and tells 
wherein it has failed in ſts contracts with the 
Venezuelan government, and cites as well 
different points wherein Venezuela has 
apparently outraged the rights of the com- 
pany. 

He states that the government was entitled 
to a judgment of forfeiture or cancellation of 
„ the Hamilton contract,” on which the 
original claim was based, because the Ber- 
mudez company had not performed the 
obligations it assumed—to explore and ex- 
ploit the natural products of the forests and 
uncultivated lands in the state of Bermudes. 


Contract Is Violated. ... 


He says there is no excuse for the non- 
performance of the contract, as the com- 
pany did not plead nor prove any release 
from such obligations or give any excuse 
for deserting them. 

From this point, however, Mr. Calhoun. 
goes on to say that the sequestration of the 
company’s property as an incident to the 
cancellation of the Hamilton contract was 
not justified for several reasons, the chief 
of which was the existence of certain addi- 
tional contracts made subsequent to the 
Hamilton contract. 

Secretary Root makes it plain that the 
state department does not assume to de- 
fend the Bermudez company. Its position 
in this, as in the other cases, is stated to be 
that disputes have arisen between the Vene- 
zuelan government and American citizens 
of sufficient gravity to warrant diplomatic 
interference by this. government; that this 
government has done no more than propose 
that all of the questions be submitted to the 
arbitration of an tribunal. before 
which the rights and wrongs of both parties 
can be fully presented and considered. 

This the Venezuelan government flatly re- 
fuses to do, at which point procedure by 
diplomacy seems to end.

The freight rate law, as first passed in 
1905, Med rates on many commodities in 
carload lots on à cent @ mile basis.

ules for live stock. 

The railroads then asked the court to en-

Roads Agree on Short Test. 

Attorney Genera! Hadley fought the amend- 
ment, denying the right of the federal court 
to enjoin him of interfere with the ehforce- 
ment of a criminal statute. The roads agreed 
to give the two-cent law a test for three 


months and asked Judge McPherson to give 


them that much time to show how the law 
would affect thelr revenues For seven 
months ‘the railroads have sold tickets at 
two cents. 

Now comes the court with a decision hold- 
ing that in enjoining the state officers he is 
not enjoining the state itself; that he has a 
perfect right to go into the question of 
whether the rates fixed by the statutes are 
remunerative. 

The decision. undoubtedly will presipitate 
the asking of the injunction and the submis- 
sion of statistics to support the contention 
of the railroade that the rates are unremu- 
nerative and confiscatory. Rallroad officers 
contend that the present basis of 2 cents 
means a loss of not jess than $50,000 a month 
to many of the .
